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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 3-28 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to teach or suggest the combination of elements claimed by the applicant. In 
particular, the prior art fails to teach a blood reservoir with separate vented blood and 
suctioned blood inlets and filtering units wherein the vented blood does not contact the 
suctioned blood, along with the other steps and limitations of the claims. The best prior 
art of record, US 5,800,721 to McBride, discloses a blood reservoir with a venous blood 
and cardiotomy blood inlets, but does not teach keeping the flows separate through the 
filtering operation. Therefore, the instant invention is patentable over the prior art of 
record.
